The World published yesterday morn- 
ing what purported to be a revelation 
of the destination of $12,000,000 belong- 
ing ta_tle stockholders of the ‘Ne ork,: 
New Haven and Hartford Rallyoad,. a 
sum described’ by Chairman Prouty ‘of 
the Interstate. Commerce Commission as 
having “ vanished.into thin air.” 

The» World declared that 
this: money ..“‘ vanished into’ the coffers 
of J. P. Morgan & Co.’ and ‘that it was 
taken from the. treasury of the New 
York, New ‘Haven & Hartford by J.’ P,. 
Morgan to’recompense his banking house 
for loans made withoit security to a 
dummy corporation which was organized 
to conceal various’ financial .manipula- 
tions’ in the. construction of the New 
York, Westchester & Boston Railway. 

J..Piefpont Morgan, the present head 
of.the banking house which the arti- 
cle, attacked,’ made the following com- 
ment upon it: last night:

HUGE BRONZE EAGLE 
STOLEN FROM PARK 


Two Men Roll. Its. Half-Ton Bulk: 


Down Fort Greene Mound and 
Sell It for $24 to Junkman.

When Foreman Janes Malone. of Fort 
Greene -Park,; Brooklyn, was making his 
daily tour of inspection early yesterday 
morning, he -was. amazed to discover 
that. one of the huge bronze eagles 
which weigh half a ton apiece and adorn 
the four ‘corners of the granite base of 
the Prison Ship’ Martyrs’ Monument 
was missing.. He rubbed his eyes and 
looked again to make sure ‘that .the 
giant bird. on the. southwest corner of 
the monument had really disappeared as 
clearly as‘ if.it had spread its brazen 
wings in ‘flight: Then he notified -Pa- 
trolman/Thomas J., Barrett of ‘the Clas- 
son Avenue police station. . 

Barrett was as much”dumfounded, as 
was Malone. Tne monument stands 
upon the brow of a hill at the northwest 
end of the park overlooking the: plaza 
and is reached by climbing a steep, 
grassy incline. There is no path or 
roadway leading to it. Barrett’ reported 
the case at his station,. and Detectives 
James J. Donlin and. James McVey were 
assigned to ‘investigate. 

The detectives’ found that-the turf 
on: the side ‘of the hill leading down to 
the plaza was ‘badly ripped and torn, 
showing that the vandals had rolled the 
eagle down hill after wrenching it from 
its, fastenings, The detectives followed 
the.marks~on the turf as far ag the 
roadway. Here they discovered the deep 
ruts of a three-wheeled vehicle—evi- 
dently a -pushcart—which they followed 
as far as Willoughby Street, which is 
& paved thoroughfare. The detectives 
carefully measured the distance -be- 
tween the impressions left by the wheels 
and then decided to visit the nearest 
junkshop, feeling certain that the van- 


dals would not wheel their heavy load 
any great distance over the rough cob- 
blestones.

A citebacy Test ‘and Labor Trust 
Exemption Both Likely to 
Come Before President. 


EACH MAY. PROVOKE VETO 


Approval Might. Put Effective 
Weapon Into Hands of Repub-, 
licans at Fall Elections.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—President 
Wilson soon will be confronted with a 
double problem involving politics and 
principle, a- problem that is producing | @ 
marked differences among Democratic 
members of Senate and House. . This 
problem will embrace a recurrence of 
the effort to grant statutory exemption 
to labor unions and farmers’ alliances 
from prosecution under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law and the matter of jjro- 
viding a literacy test for immigrants, 

The general immigration bill probably 
will be brought to a vote in the House 
to-morrow or Tuesday. The: bone of 
contention is the literacy test. A bill 
in all respects similar. was passed by 
the Demoeratic House and the Repub- 
lican Senate toward the end of the Taft 
Administration, and. was vetoed by 
President Taft because it contained the 
literacy test. 

In ‘the House debate last week the op- 
position to this feature came mainly 
from “Representatives of city Congress 
districts, and a large proportion of these 
are Democrats. With 2,000,000 persons 
of foreign birth or immediately descend=- 
|ed from alien immigrants among the 
14,000,000 or 15 ,000, 000 voters of the 
country, a vital matter of practical poli- 
tics is presented which causes concern 
to Democratic’ Party téaders.

MAIL PLAN TO AID CONSUMER 


Burleson to Give Him Direct Access 
to the Farmer. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The recent 
ecision of the House Committee on 
Agriculture to ask for $194,000 instead 
of $94,000 to maintain the new Divi- 
sion of Markets in the Department of 
Agriculture, brings to light the plan of 
Postmaster General Burleson to use 
the Division of Markets and the parcel 
post to bring farmers and consumers 
together, with a view to lowering the 
cost of living. 

Circulars are to be distributed along 
rural free delivery routes telling the 
farmers ef the trade opportunity offered 
by the Postal Service. These circulars 
would ask farmers to record their names 
and addresses at convenient post offices 
and then periodically file statements of 
the produce they wish to market and 
the prices. The circulars would also 
contain informati as to ping, per- 
ishable products for shipment. hese 
data would be classified and distributed 
among. consumers in bulletin form.

DEPARTMENTS EARN MONEY 


Rooms for Teachers Fitted Up by 
the Board of Education in 
a School Bullding.

HACKENSACK, Feb. 1-—State Com- 
missioner of Education Calvin N. Ken- 
dail of Trenton is praising ‘‘a model 
school of practical’ education” in the 
Park Ridge High School. As a guest of 
Surrogate R. A. Sibbald; who is a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education and 
the Park Ridge board, Commissioner 
Kendall has made a close inspection of 
the school. 

The Park Ridge board hirea a build- 
ing close to the high school, in which is 
installed its mantal training and do- 
mestic science departments, each in a 
room about 20 by 50. Overhead are 
eight rooms and a bathroom. The prob- 
lem of properly housing teachers was 
met by furnishing thése rooms afd rent- 
ing them to’ teachers who were unable 
to rent satisfactory boarding places. A 
complete kitchén- was installed, and the 
girls were invited to learn household 
arts—not only cooking and properly serv- 
ing food, but everything ~else, from 
scrubbing floors to taking care of a 
bedchamber. The girls did not think 
this work infra ‘dig., but took hold en- 
thusiastically, and since September have, 
under the tutelage of Miss Hmmons, 
been serving to those pupils and teach- 
ers who desire it and to. the public 
diversified luncheons of well-cooked food 
at very moderate prices. The teachers 
who occupy the rooms in the building 
cook their morning and evening meals. 

The manual training workshop is a 
model, in which real, practical work is 
being dofie. The room in the main 
school building vacated by the manual 
training department has been turned into 
a printing establishment, where -the 
school's monthly magazine and printed 
forms used by the school and genera] 
work are done. 

The younger girls are being taught 


cutting and sewing by hand and ma-| 


chine. The boys of grammar grades 
have built a hennery and installed a 
number of chickens. .The eggs are sold 
to the domestic science department. The 
refuse from the domestic science de- 
partment and from the luncheons 
brought to school is preserved and used 
to feed the chickens.

-Can’t Be Imported or Sold—No te- 
port Yet on Friedmann “Cure.” 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The United 
States Public-Health Service, which has 
been investigating the Friedmann and 
Piorkowski ‘‘turtle tuberculin’’ prod- 
ucts for the treatment of tuberculosis> 
Nias officially. refused to grant a license 
to the Piorkowski Laboratories for the 
importation and sale of its products in 
interstate commerce, 

This fact was announced to-night. in a 
bulletin issued by Surgeon General Ru- 
pert Blue. Recently. Gen. Blue was in- 
formed that ‘the statement was being 
circulated through agents and in printed 
pamphlets that the Treasury Depart- 
ment had licensed the Piorkowski labo- 
ratories to import the Piorkowski rem- 
edy. 

The announcement to-night is intended 
as a warning to’all persons that the 
Government intends vigorously to prose- 
cute ay person importing or offering for 
sale in interstate commerce the wii 
kowski remedy. 

All e Public Health Service has 
made- public respeciing the Friedmann 
‘remedy was the preliminary statement 
last Summer that up to that time the 
investigation of the Friedmann remedy 
had not enabled the Government’s ex- 
perts to reach the conclusion that it was 
efficacious.

‘quiet. The Government announced late 
last week that it had succeeded in re- 
opening the National railroad between 
San Luis Potosi and Saltillo, and, by 
utilizing the International Railroad from 
Monterey to Eagle Pass, had an open 
line. from the capital to the border. But 
information from railroad sources ,to- 
day -is to the effect that the rebels hhve 
cut ‘the International again, rendering 
remote the resumption of traffic. 

The line from San Luis Potosi to Tam- 
pico ig so seriously interrupted that 
there appears little chance of a train 
' service for some time. The rebels are 
‘in possession of various points between 
the coast and Cardenas, and there was 
| Sharp fighting to-day at two points near 
Cerritos and Cardenas, respectively. 

The rebels have postponed their 
movement in force against Tampico, and 
San Luis Potosi is no longer seriously 
threatened. The campaign against Mon- 
;terey has apparently been lost sight of. 

Zacatecas is the centre of a country 
invested ‘by rebels, but even there the 


rebels have shown no indications that 
they are preparing for an attempt to re- 
take the town. 

Friends of President Huerta regard 
the lull as indicative that he is slowly 
gaining the ascendency. 








BAN ON DIAZ CURRENCY. 


Rebels to Treat It as Counterfeit in 
Chihuahua—Rich in Bullion. 


CHIHUAHUA, Feb. 1—Currency is-| 
sted by the Bank of Senora, the Bank of 


“ | Minero . and other banks established un- 


| der the Diaz regime will be treated as 
counterfeit money after Feb. 10, under 
a@ decree issued by the Rebel Govern- 
ment to-day. The free and unlimited 
coinage of silver will be ‘offered as’ a 
means of providing ample money. 
The embargo against the old bank 
currency, which is frowned on as a sur- 
vival of the Cientifico days, when the 
Creels and Terrazases were in power, 
will render worthless millions of dollars 
of paper money in the rebel territory. 
The circulation of all paper of individ- 
uals and corporations is prohibited after 
to-day. A mint has been established 
for the coinage of silver bearing the 
ConstitutioOnalist stamp. The offer of 


free coinage will be extended to all 
bullion owners, but it has not been in- 
dicated to what extent the offer will be 
accepted. 

The Rebel Government is already in 

possession of much bullion, which will 
be coined to enrich the treasury. 
It was also announced that a large 
American, smelting: interest, which con- 
trols industries in Colorado and other 
parts of the United States, has ar- 
ranged for the immediate reopening of 
@ smelter in Chihuahua. Tne tee 
will provide an ouilet for thousands of 
tons of ore drought out of the Chi- 
huahua mines since the revolution be- 
gan. Under the terms the rebels are 
to receive a percentage of the ‘mining 
and smelting profits, 

While exorbitant patces are asked for 
food products in Chihuahua, the rebels 
have assumed control of tne beef sup- 
ply and are — it’ at 6 cents a 
pound. one proc go into the, treas- 
ury. 1 dealings in cattle, chf€fly of 
the toruee ranches, are affairs of 
state, directed oy Gen. Villa.

SHOWS BIG GROWTH 


City.in 1913 Than All Other 
Kinds of Traffic Combined. 


580 KILLED BY VEHICLES’ 


Highways Protective Society Con- 
trasts This Figure with 532 Deaths 
in 1912 and. 423 in 1911. 


There were 580 persons killed by vehi- 
eles In the streets of New York in 1913, 
according to the ‘report of the National 
Highways Protective Society issued 
yesterday, and of these deaths 302 were 
due to automobiles. Trolley cars killed 
108 persons and wagons killed 170. To 
show how the peril of the streets is In- 
creasing, these 580 deaths must be com- 
pared with 632 deaths in 1912 and 429 
deaths in 1911. 

To show the increase in the number 
of deaths due to automobiles in this 
city, a contrast niay be drawn between 
the figures for 1910 and the figures for 
1918. It was only four years ago that 
the toll of lives taken by automobiles 
was considerably less than that taken 
either by trolleys or wagons. In 1913 
automobiles killed more persons in this 
city than all the other kinds. of traffic 
combined. 

These figures are the tables of fatali- 
ties. They take no account of ths 
injured persons who survived the acci- 
dents: The number of those both killed 
and injured in this city last year was 
1,483, and this figure takes no account 
of those hurt so slightly that they 
needed no medical attention or those 
‘whose injuries escaped offficial record. 


Without pointing any moral, the so- 
ciety calls attention to the fact. that the

Goitre Already Eliminated from 8ix 
of the Eight’ Hatcheries In the . 
State, Van Kennen. Reports. 


ALBANY, Feb. .1.—The State. Con- 
servation Commission announces that it 
has . eliminated _ cancerous conditions 
from six‘out of the eight State’ trout 
hatcheries, and that in the other two 
only sporadic cases exist. .Dr. Tarleton 
H. Bean, State fish culturist, believes 
that goitre in the fish is due to water 
pollution. . The remedy which-the de- 
partment suggests is for the State to 
own the land surrounding the hatch- 
eries. 

The statement, issued by Albert BE. 
Hoyt, Secretary of the commission, is 
in the nature of a reply to.the report of 


Dr. H. R. Gaylord of Buffalo, Director furth 


of the State Institute for the Study of 
Malignant Diseases, which was pub- 
lished by TH NEw YORK TIMES on 
Jan. 25. In this report Dr. Gaylord 
said that the disease prevailed in a high 
percentage in all the trout hatcheries of 
the United States. 

A letter was made public here to-day 
which George E. Van Kennen, Chair- 
man of the Conservation Commission, 


wrote to Gov. Glynn on Jan. 2, relative) 


to Dr, -Gaylord’s charges that “the 
general attitude of the commission<had 
been. to minimize and to overlook the 
significance of this research work. Mr. 
Van Kernen. said in his letter that the 
| department gave all possible aid to Dr.

MUCH CELL ROOM WASTED 


Expenses of His Own Office Are 
Excessive Also and Can Be 
Cut, Sheriff Says. 


Sheriff Grifenhagen has taken the 
promised step toward correcting the 
evils attending upon the maintenance 
of the old Ludlow Street Jail, Last Fri- 
day he sent to the Sinking Fund Com- 
migsion a letter recommending. that the 
present jail building be razed, and on a 
portion of the site another jail, having 
only twenty-five cells, be.erected, and 
that the remainder of the land be used 
by the city for other public purposes 
or that it be sold for private use. 

The Sheriff also discusses his own of- 
fice at 299 Broadway. He says he has 
a large number of rooms aggregating 
about 7,300 square feet, at an expense 
to the city of $12,500 a year, He says 
he does not n so Many rooms because 
cutting the space up. in the way it is 
makes it inconvenfent for the transaction 
of public business and causes_ waste. 
He wants one big room, where he may 
sit with his deputies, his counsel, and his 
Under Sheriff. 

In his letter to the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission. Sheriff Grifenhagen says that 

Bees assuming the duties of his office 
his attention was called to the expense of 
maintaining the jail. He says there are 
fifty-two cells in the jail, some of them 
being double cells, and that the total 
capacity of the jait Is a eighty 
and ninety ery ye Then he says: 

** The. bul ae. is antiquated; the Cells 
are dark and are lighted by. candles. 
Prior to Sept. 15, 1904, Federal criminal 

risoners ‘were committed to the jail. No 
Federal criminal prisoners have been 
sent there since that date. I find upon 
inquiry that since that date the number 
of prisoners has averaged about -four- 
teen. The largest number in the jail 
at any one one time since Sept. 15, 1904, 
was twenty-six on one single day 

‘A very simple calculation,’’ be says, 
‘* indicates that based on an average of 
fourteen 2 prsonese and including interest 
on capital invested in land and_ buildings 
and loss on texes, it costs $8.63 per day 
to take care of these prisoners.”

If 1911.Epidemic Had Been Proper-| 


ly Handled, It Would Not Have, Re- ° 
curred in 1913, Bureau Says. . 


» The Bureau of Municipal Research is- 
iniinil yesterday a statement. criticising 
the Health Department for its methods 
in handling typhoid fever. The bureau 
analyzed 1,133 cases in 1911 and 948 
cases in 1913, and says that had the 
defective methods of 1911. been cor- 
rected the '1813 epidemic would have 
been: impossible and that, $100,000 a. year 
could easily have been saved to wage- 
earners, in doctors’ bills and funeral 
expenses due to preventable typhoid. 

** Belated examinations,’’ says the re- 
port, “during 1913 showed that in the 
1911. epidemic the Health Department 
knew which milk supply should be shut 
off three weeks before it was shut off; 
that during this time misleading ex- 
planations-were given to the public by 
the department; that too few facts 
about sources of contamination were 
Sought and recorded; and that too little 
work, too little promptness and too 


little efficiency were required of in- 
spectors. 
' “The- defects shown during the epi- 
demic of 1913 could easily have been 
corrected after the epidemic. of 1911 had 
not the department fought to the high- 
est courts the eitisens® es a to see 
how hoid cases were being handled 
or mishandled.” 
Another primary factor in the spread 
of the epidemic, according to the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, was the failure 
to. presecute those who. did not report 
typhoid cases, and that in September, 
1918, thirty- two cases not preriouey re- 
ported were found by inspectors in 
ospitals, having been there from two 
to thirty days. 
‘Many. cases are never reported,”

Ifthat evidence 
ig sufficient, or if it be insufficient, 
beth the people and the accused should 
have it presented promptly and dis- 
posed of. Needless delay tends strong: 
ly to the defeat of justice, 
disappear or their memories become 
dim, or they may be tampered with. 
Such delay, for the most part, is se- 
cured through recourse to technicali- 
ties of procedure. Mr. WHITMAN would 
prevent this by the employment of 
“masters specially competent to deal 
with procedural matters,” “so that 
“only the matters really in issue will 
“be presented to -the trial tribunal, 
“and all this should be speedily, inex- 
*pensively, and effectively done.”. An- 
other suggestion in the same line Is 
that appeals should be allowed only 
en points involving the merits of the 
case and that appellate courts, where 
an error is found, should be author- 
ized, at their’ discretion, to correct ft, 
instead of ordering a new trial. 

These are questions that must be 
taken up. at the approaching Consti- 
tutional Convention. There will be no 
subject of greater importance to engage 
the attention of that body. Not on 
is an enormous amount of money 
wasted by our “topheavy” adminis- 
tration of law, but incitement and ad- 
vantage are given to a powerful and 
baleful criminal class, which really, in 
a substantial sense, is a privileged 
class. : 








OBSTACLES TO BE REMOVED.

very disturbing... The 
Rhine border at best is Hkely to be 
the.scene of agitation and disorder en 
one side of it or on the other. It has 
been the aim generally of both Gov- 
ernments to reduce the risk from this 
source as much as possible. Obvious- 
ly, the risk is aggravated if the Prus- 
sian officers are tq be allowed to igh 
nore ‘and insult the civil authorities 
at their pleasure, Since the German 
Government has failed to check the 
excesses of the military, and in some 
degree has condoned and. even encour- 
aged them, the difficulties, in the way 
of a policy of peace aye increased. 
The French think that the time is {ll- 
chosen by an English Cabinet officer 
to urge a course that would lessen the 
value of British friendship in case of 
trouble with Germany. 

We incline to think, however, that 
the French publicists do not quite see 
to what extent Mr. GErorGE’s latest 
manifestation is a party device purely 
for home consumption, The Liberal 
Government is sadly bothered hy two 
matters, home rule, with the ugly pos- 
sibilities in Ulster, and the heavy cost 
of the social betterment measures put 
forward by Mr. Grorce. That gen- 
tleman is as expert and subtle a poli- 
ticlan as our Mr, RoosEVELT, and has 
as keen an appreciation of the value 


of a “red herring” judiciously drawn 


across the trail of a disturbing public | ; 
sentiment. He has shown his skill, as 
well as his audacity, in dealing with 
the question of navy building. In the 
long run it is quite improbable that 
any British Government will abandon 
the policy of adequate naval defense 
until adequate security on the side of 
Germany is attained, 








DO WE DRESS CARELESSLY? 

The London dancing master who de- 
scribes us as a nation negligent in 
dress may not bé s0 wide of the mark, 
after all. Perhaps we have all been 
teo willing te accept the assertion that 
the American man is the best-dressed 
man in the world, and: the American 
woman the most tastefully gowned wo- 
man, without looking into the matter 
as closely as we might. Anyhow, 
dancing masters know something 
about clethes, and this London ay- 
thority has a right to his own opinion, 
If it is founded on extended Pfaeackde 
tion it is worth heeding. 

We do not‘like to be called negligent 
in dress; some of us pride ourselves 
a little .teo much on the cut of our 
garments and their appropriateness, 
If an observant foreigner, with a 
keener eye for sartorial things than 
ordinary men, has really formed the 
opinion that we dress carelessly, we 
must at least admit that there is no 
better place in the world to judge of 
the dress and manners of Americans 
than the British capital in the season, 
America is fitly represented there, not 
only New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and -Chicago, but the whole country. 
Perbaps the dancing master has noted 
Americans on Piccadilly wearing bag- 
gy trousers when tight ones are in 
vogue, shapeless cloth hats instead of 
the prescribed headgear of well- 
dressed men, jackets when the hour 
calls for skirted coats. If most of the 
Americans he observes are thus de- 
fiant ef the conventions, is he not 
justified in assuming that the nation 
is negligent in its dress? He is not 
compelled to take note of the correct 
attire of an insignificant minority. 

On the whole, we must confess that we 
have not been favorably impressed of 
late with the tendencies noted in men’s 
attire. Eyen here in New York, where 
the tallors and haberdashers pride 
themselves .on their aesthetic influ- 
ence, there is a marked preponderance 
of shapeless garments and shockingly 
bad hats. In evening dress there is a 
lamentable disposition to cultivate 
“individual taste,”.-which: is often 
abominable. We are not considering 
now the feminine fashions,‘ which al- 
ways demand a separate chapter, but 
we are trying*to point out that while 
a large number of well-bred Amer- 
icans do really dress with good judg- 
mient and carefully, a much larger 

number show a growing fondness for 
queer clothes, or habitually wear in 
the busy town clothes designed for 
rural outings. We do not care much 
for the London dancing master’s harsh 
judgment of our new. dances, but he 
may not be altogether wrong peor 
our dressing.

NEW OFFENSES, 

Talking French, even when you can 
talk German but poorly, and keeping 
your hats'on in the presence of a 
“royal Prussian Major,” these seem 
to be the latest offenses that Prussian 
officers have invented and sought to 
punish, -aceording to The Berlin 
Tageblatt. In the case reported, 
however, which occurred in the little 
town of Montigny, near Metz, it 
must be added that the Major con- 
fined himself to knocking off the cap 
of ‘one of the offenders, who was 
safely held by some. non-commissioned 
officers. Then the civilians were ar- 
rested, turned over to the police, and 
afterward ‘released. They were. not 
locked up in a cellar overnight, and 
they did not have their heads cut 
open with a sabre--all of which shows, 
perhaps, a slight modifying of the 
“royal Prussian ”’ spirit. 

It is a pity that the Kaiser cannot 
by orders make his officers acquire 
a rudimentary sense of humor. It 
would save them and him a great 
deal of trouble.

‘TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


According to. a 
report just made 
Nurses to the Board of 

‘ Estimate by the 
and Others, committee which 
has ‘been investigating hospital condi- 
tions, the supply of competent, well- 
trained nurses for these institutions is 
far from adequate. In all of them, it is 
more than intimated, the result is that 
each nurse has to care for too many 
patients, the number ranging from six- 
teen to forty-two--a difference in itself 
proving that something is seriously 
wrong. 

The report declares it to be “‘ an open 
question *' whether or not the need can 
be met by providing instruction which, 
without énabling its recipients ‘‘ to en- 
croach upon the field of the highly 
trainet nurse,” will yet make them 
highly useful in cases of ordinary sick- 
ness. Apparently the members of the 
committee, for one reason or other, did 
not care to express an opinioh on this 
question, Others are not so timid. 

Vehemently: upholding one side of it 
stand the nurses already trained, cer- 
tificated, and registered. They deny 
all competency to those legs competent 
thgn themselves, and are pressing for 
legislation that would forbid them to 
use the ancient name of ‘‘ nurse’’ in 
proffering their services. 

Were this demand only for protection 
from the rivalry of nurses falsely claim-~ 
ing to be fully trained, no objection 
would be possible, Somewhat too ob- 
viously, however, the object is not to 
guard the public from: deception, but to 
keep up wages at the point where they 
have been fixed by united action and 
agreement of the graduates from hospi- 
tal sehools. The successful attainment 
of that end would put outside nursing 
of any sort beyond the reach of. people 
in narrow circumstances, impose cruel 
hardship on those of moderate means, 
and in effect restrict it to the rich. 

The alternative is a grading of nurses 
—and of salaries—according to the 
amount and quality of training they 
have received, There weuld be no pro-

test against keeping the grades strictly |. 


separate, or against giving to the mem- 
ber of each @ distinctive name and mak- 
ing her stick to it till she earned a high- 
er one.- Then the employer of a nurse 
would know exactly what he was get- 
ting, and pay a fair price for it, large or 
small. 

In nursing as in everything else we all 
want the best, but rather than do with- 
out altogether ‘most of us take some- 
thing Jess for the good reason that we 
must. Certainly, until the trained nurses 
show, as they have_never done yet, the 
doctor’s willingness to serve the poor for 
nothing, they cannot decently claim the 
doctor’s professional dignity or his right

THE COLLEGE STUDENT. 


Is $700 Enough to- Meet All Rea- 
sonable Needs? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter which I wrote and signed 
** College Student ’’ was. in response to 
the statement that no college student 
ought to spend more than $700 per year. 
The statement was made without refer- 
ance to-place or conditions, and the esti- 
mates which different colleges published 
Were given in part for proof that that 
was a sufficient allowance. I simply 
tried to point out that there were hun- 
dreds of little things which were a nec- 
essary part of life that were not pub- 
lished in the college estimate of  ex- 
penses for the year. No one tries to 
deny that the things I mentioned, as 
well as hundreds of others which go to 
make up college life, if they are tolerat- 
ed, have to be paid for by the student 
hedy. I am not here to say that the 
college could not get on without these 
things, but I should like to know of the 
college: that does get along without 
them.., 

Moreover, I still maintain that every 
college should have its extra-curriculum 
activities and that the students should 
participate in them in a moderate de- 
sree if their means will allow it. Re- 
gardless of criticiam, I maintain also 
that the ‘bookworm '"’ who ‘“ grinds” 
and ‘‘grinds’* only, perforce, or by 
choice, is not the man who gets the best 
that college life has to offer, 

Tt ‘s true, no doubt, that a student 
can fare sumptuously on $700 per year 
at Hanover; it is true that a student 
can have all the diversions: he may de- 
sire on $500 per year in some of the 
Western and Southern colleges if his 
tastes are not too extravagant, but that 
ie not so in New York City. I may say, 
too, by the way, having had undergrad- 
uate work outside of New York City, 
that the difference in the cost is more 
‘han made up by the difference in the 
advantages to be had and the opportuni- 
ties which the city has to offer.

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

An gttorney of good standing lately 
called on me to ask whether the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Arbitration Commit 
tee would be disposed to take a case in- 
volving a dispute between his law office 
and a client, who is President of a 
bank in this city. The lawyer's itt 
for services rendered. was $5,000, The 
client claimed the service was not worth 
more than §375. The lawyer told me 
that the client was not disposed to 
leave the matter-to arbitration, for he 
viewéd the matter with increasing irri- 
tability and was determined to allow 
the matter to go to court if necessary. 
The lawyer and the client, I learned, 
had ceased to be on speaking terms, 
and negotiations therefore could be 
carried on only by my calling upon the 
elient personally, This I did. 

I found ‘further that the attorney did 
not like to have the matter come into 
court. The client, too, knew that a 
number of his private matters would 
have to be aired and publicly exposed 
in a courtroom, and for that reason 
he would be pleased to see it kept out. 
I also discovered that the chief objec- 
tion by the client to allow the matter 
to come to arbitration was that, he felt 
he was no match—as he understood arbi- 
tration—for the lawyer in presentation 
of the matter, being layman against 
lawyer. It became evident that, if he 
could be assured of legal advice and 
representation at the hearing before the 
arbitrators, he would look upon arbi- 
tration more fayorably. I, therefore, 
suggested that he be represented at the 
hearing by counsel, and that the at- 
torney also be represented by counsel. 

With this understanding ‘an identical 
submission of the dispute was made and 
accepted—the committee deciding that it 
was a commercial transactién, and the 
dispute one that involved facts rather 
than points of law. 

Fereseeing that the case might be 
dragged out beyond what we consider 
@ reasonable time in our arbitration 
work, I determined that each side 
should call no more than two profes- 
sional witnesses (lawyers) for the pur- 
pose of cnabling us laymen judges to 
come to a proper determination of the 
worth of the legal services rendered. 
This agreement being made, it was 
decided that owing to the importance 
of the case) and also because it was apt 
to put our whole system to an unusyal 
test, the entire committee of seven ait 


|as arbitrators. 


The hearing proceeded in the usual 
manner and ended in an award arrived 
at after a session of two days, taking 
in all ten hours. 
Barring one incident, which I do not 
mind recounting,the manner of all par- 
ticipants during the hearing was 
courteous. The decorum observed by 
both sides was most gratifying under 
the circumstances. The one expection 
mentioned was when one of the lawyers 
started to abuse the other side in a 
manner which is not infrequent in 
ceurtrooms. He was quickly checked 
and informed that personalities were 
not tolerated at our hearings. He apolo- 
gized and sat down. he lawyer on 
the other side arose to say that he 
moved the striking from the records of 
the objectionable remarks; but as we 
all had heard them, and knew what was 
meant, we could not erase them from 
our knowledge; but we told him if he 
wished to ‘be particular about it that 
we would try to satisfy him by giving 
him the privilege of abusing the other 
side for the same length of time—about 
thirty seconds...

—Served on Grant’s Staff. 


KNIGHTED BY QUEEN REGENT 


Married Friend’s Widow When 75— 
Knew a Host of Famous Men and 
Women — His Biographies. 


Gen. James Grant ‘Wilson, warrior, 
writer, and a worker in the cause of uni- 
versal peace, died at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning in St, Luke’s Hospital, after a 
month’s illness. He was 81 years old. 
Little hope had been entertained for his 
recovery because of his advanced age. 

Gen. Wilson had been in the public 
eye for more than half a century. ._He 
knew personally Lincoln and other great 
men of his time, including Thackeray, 
Gladstone, King Edward, William Cul- 
len Bryant, Washington Irving, Charles 
Dickens, Grant, .Sherman, Farragut; 
and Fitz-Greene Halleck. His ‘home, 
157 West Seventy-ninth Street, is a 
museum of objects priceless because of 
their association, and his mind was a 
storehouse of anecdotes of the famous 
men and women who had called him 
friend. 

Gen. Wilson was born in Edinburgh, 
April 28, 1832, son of William ‘Wilson, 
a Scotch poet. and publisher. His 
parents moved to: Poughkeepsie while 
young Wilson was a child. . He received 
his education in College Hill, Pough- 
keepsie, and under private tutors. » His 
education completed, he traveled for.a 
time in Europe: He returned in. 1857 
and went to Chicago and established 
The Chicago Record, a literary journal. 
It was discontinued in 1864. 

In 1857 Gen. Wilson was-commissioned 
a Major in the ‘Fifteenth Illinois 
Cavalry, and he served on Gen. Grant’s 
staff in the Vicksburg and other cam- 

paigns until July, . 1865, when he ret

Knighted by Queen Regent of Spain 

His resignation accepted, the General 
returned to New York City and engaged 
in literary pursuits. He was promi- 


nently identified with many movements 
that had for their object civil better- 
ment. He was Chairman of the Maine 
Monument Committee, and his last ap- 
pearance in public was at the unveiling 
of the Maine Monument. He was Vice 
President of the Hudson-Fulton Cele- 
bration Committee. For his activities 
in erecting a statue to Columbus in 
Central Park he was Knighted by the 
Queen Regent of Spain. 

Last year he planted an English ogk in 
the spot on_the Mall, in Central Park, 
where the Prince of Wales planted an 
oak in October, 1866. The Prince of 
Wales’s oak died three years ago. It was 
om the steps of his home, 15 East Sev- 
enty-fourth Street, that Bryant fell 
when stricken with his last illness. 

“The first’ distinguished man I ever 
met,”’ the General related the story to a 
friend, ‘was Henry Clay, When I was 
9 years old he came to Poughkeepsie, 
where my family we and on the morn- 
ing of his arrival I saw a large crowd 
going into town.

‘The voyage from Colombo. to Cairo 
proved to be one of the most inter- 
esting of thé whole trip to date. It 
was a pleasant and smooth sail across 
the Indian Ocean and the Arabian 
Sea to Aden, and thence up the Red 
Sea to Suez, at the eastern end of the 
great canal. We were close enough 
to land to get fine views of the coasts 
of Africa, Arabia, and Egypt, and could 
also distinguish Mount Sinai. We dis- 
embarked at Suez, and from that city 
we made the trip to Cairo by: rail. 
The railroad runs alongside the canal 
to Ismailia, and then across the desert 
to Cairo, 

Touring parties were made up dur- 
ing the morning, and we traveled 
about the city in automobiles. Every- 
body was anxious, of course, to view 
the Sphinx and the Pyramids: Some 
distance from these noted monuments 
we had to get out of the automobiles 
and finish the trip across the sandy 
deserts on the backs of camels: or 
mules. This part of the journey fur- 
nished great amusement for all in the 
party. 

We will spend two more days in 
Cairo, and. we are looking forward to 
them with muit¢h interest.. To-morrow 
we will play the game “in the shadow 
of the Pyramids,” the contest that has 
long been looked upon as the most 
notable of the entire journey. In the 
morning we are to-visit the tombs of 
the Caliphs, the mosques, and the 
shops of the city. On Tuesday we are 
to be the guests of honor at a recep- 
tion to be tendered by Consul General 
Olney Arnold, the United States rep- 
resentative here. 

Our game to-day resulted in a tie, 
being called at the end of ‘the tenth 
inning, on account of darkness, with 
the score 3:to 3, While at sea the 
playérs trained regularly, and all were 
in fine shape for the contest. The 
health of the entire party Has con- 
tinued exceptionally fine. Our jour- 
ney from Colombo to Suez was bright- 
ened by a gala entertainment on the 
ship Friday night, this. being of the 
same nature as that which we had on 
Thanksgiving night while crossing the 
‘Pacific. 

"We have been obliged to call off the 
visit which we had planned to make 
at Port Said, and we will board ship 
again /at Alexandria for the trip to 
Europe.

‘GROUP ATHLETICS? 
FOR COLLEGE MEETS 


The |. A. A, A, A. Wants More 
Students to Participate in 
Competitive Sports. 


So that athletics in the colleges will 
have a wider scope, in the sense that 
more. students will participate in com- 
petitive sport, the Intercollegiate Asso- 
ciation of Amateur Athletes of America 
proposes to amend the by-laws of the as- 
sociation looking to this end. 

Gustavus Town Kirby, Chairman of 
the Advisory Committee of the I. A. 
A. A. A.) upon the recommendation of 
the Executive Committee of the associa- 
tion, yesterday announced a proposition 
which declares for group tests as em- 
bodied in probably the most important 
of all the proposed amendments to the 
I. A! A. A. A. by-laws which will be 
submitted at the annual meeting Feb. 28 
in this city 

The erincipal of these provides for an 
indoor athjetic m meeting, and in substance 

as follow 

~— association Shall hold each year on the 
evening of the first Saturday in March an 
indoor athletic meeting. The object of this 
meeting shall be, not for the purpose of as- 
certaining the champion member of the asso- 
ciation, or of awarding a championship or 
championships, but for the purpose of bring- 
ing together each year in some central lo- 
eality the athletes and their supporters in an 
athletic and social gathering. 

The eligibility for contestants in this meet- 
ing shall be the same as that for contestants 
in the annual track and field championship 

eetin, 
where’ shall be no cham saplohehip cup for this 
meeting, and, except for the purpose of ascer~ 
taining the prize-winning teams in the vari- 
ous events, there shall be no points scored on 
any basis for or against the members of the 
association competing therein. 

There shall be prizes or tokens given to all 
members of teams winning first, second, end 
third places. These prizes, however, shall 
not be of the same design as those given at 
the annual track and field championship 
meeting, although they shall have thereon a 
reproduction of the: Borghese gladiator, the 
insignia of the association. 

It is thought that such meets will 
bring out more men for track and field 
sport than ever before. While the group 
scheme is not a new one in institutional 
athletics, it will pipbably be a factor 
toward the upbuilding of the physical

In conjunction with the plan to ve 
an indoor: meeting will be embodied an 
amendment which will read in sub- 
stance that at the games the number of 
entries shall be unlimited, but no mem- 
ber of the association shall start more 
than one time in any one event, and 
before the meet shall select its team 
and present the names thereof to the 
referee.

The month which has just closed 
will be remembered as one which 
brought a really remarkable trans- 
formation in practically all the finan- 
cial markets of the world, no single 
feature of. the great change for the 
better being more important in its 


| immediate as well as in its ultimate 


effects than the great broadening 
which took place in the investment 
demand for securities. Last week put 
the finishing touches to a month’s 
record which is not only notable but 
encouraging in the highest degree. 
Interest rates have come down, while 
the demand for investments has risen 


‘|rapidly. Over the business world at 


large has come a change in sentiment 
which finds reflection in increased 
confidence for the future, but also in 
the more tangible fact that important 
industries are operating at a higher 
percentage of capacity, and that bank 
clearings, as one measure of the vol- 
ume of trade, are showing increases 
after many weeks of contraction. 


Europe played an important part in 
the further improvement which came 
about last week. The foreign mar- 
kets bought American stocks on a 
very substantial scale. Just how much 
they did buy was a matter of guess- 
work, but estimates placed the 
amount of stocks. which were pur- 
chased for foreign account during the 
month of January at. 150,000 shares 
or more.’ Europe bought its own in- 
vestment securities with much. free- 
dom, subscribed liberally to new is- 
sues, Governmental and others, and 
expressed its hopeful view of the out- 
look, particularly toward the end of 
the month, in a general rise on all the 
principal Stock Exchanges. A sharp 
contrast is here presented with the 
conditions which prevailed abroad 
last year, conditions which were one 
of the things which dragged .on our 
own market, and which emphasized 
every unfavorable feature and min- 
imized many favorable facts. The 
opinion. was expressed in banking 
circles at the week’s close that the 
European investment demand was 
likely to continue for some time. As 
much as this -was suggested by the 
overwhelming subscriptions .to the 
$87,000,000 Prussian loan, which was 


‘applied for seventy-one times over. 


Until the last week of the year Paris 
held more or ‘ess aloof from the 
movement toward renewed comfort 
in the financial markets, but on 
Thursday the Bank of France reduced 
its discount rate to 314 per cent., and 
thereafter the open market rate 
fell as low as 38% per cent., and 
the Bourse developed noteworthy 
strength. 

A few figures will help to bring out 
clearly the change which has come 
about since the first of this year in 
our own stocks and bonds and in the 
three great: public securities. of Eu- 
rope which are the standard bearers 
of their respective markets.

come about. When one comes to 
study them to find in them practical 
encouragement for the country’s bual- 
ness particular attention is attracted 
to commercial paper. Only for brief 
periods during the decade has com- 
mercial paper been sold at rates ma- 
terially lowér than those at which 
prime bills were being discounted last 
week. Trade recession, from which 
fortunately we are already recov- 
ering, has undoubtedly been an im-

In our own stock- market a large 
part of last week was given over to 
profit-taking, accompanied by more 
or less professional selling on the the- 
ory that the previous advance had 
been so rapid that a period of quiet 
and possibility of reaction in prices 
was normally to be expected. Despite 
the wide extent to which this view 
was held, prices toward the end of 
the week turned upward again, and 
with such vigor that by Saturday a 
new high level had been reached in 
the list as a whole.

LONDON HAS A REAL BOOM. 


1 Per Cent. Bank Rate Reduction 
Takes Market by Surprise.

LONDON, Féb. 1.—The Stock Ex- 
change revival of January, 1914; was 
without precedent in both the rapidity 
and strength of the upward movement 
of. prices. The appreciation in 400 
stocks is computed at $5,000,000. Even 
the most sanguine dealers were taken 
by surprise. Many firms whose ef- 
forts for months past had been de- 
voted to keeping their books even, 
found themselves short: of stock and 
forced to repurchase whatever stock 
they had sold. An advance is now 
regarded as inevitable. The rapidity 
ana strength of the rise surprised even 
the most sanguine. The boom is now 
regarded as a process of leveling up 
after a period of inordinate depression. 

The scene when the Bank of Eng- 
land rate was reduced a full point on 
Thursday showed the optimism at its 
zenith. ‘Lombard Street and’ Capel 
Court both expected a one-half of 1 
per cent, reduction, and both were 
taken by surprise by the action of the 
Old Lady of Threadneedle Street. 

To the Stock Exchange it was a 


pleasant surprise, but it did not bring

ALBANY, Feb. 1.—The. State Con- 
servation Commission :.hgs ~ prepared 
three. hydro-electric bills, which will be 
introduced by~ Senator Velte. to-mor- 
row night. The measures are the first 
of a series the commission ‘is projecting 
with a view to. State-wide development 
of hydro-electric power. 

The commission has redrafted ~ the 
Bayne bill of 1912. Its purpose is to 
conserve the natural resources~of the 
State and establish a policy of progres- 
Sive development of electrical energy 
from water power under State owner- 
ship, control and .supervision. Public 
utilization of the Staté’s’ hydraulic -re- 
sources is contemplated both to bénefit 
the public and to provide a substantial 
increase in the revenue of the State. 

To the Conservation Commission by 
this proposed statute is given power to 
regulate the flow of the streams of the 
State and to erect and maintain reser- 
voirs, dams and dykes for utilizing the 
waters now going to waste. The com- 
mission is also empowered’ to acquire 
by purchase, contract or condemnation 
waters, water rights or 
power plants which may be necessary 


to develop, conserve and distribute the 
energy to be aires. therefrom, and to 
construct or otherwise acquire property 
of any nature which may be necessary 
for the development, transmission and 
distribution of water, water power or 


}.electrical energy for: municipal, domes- 


tic or manufacturing purposes. : 
A Complete Development Scheme. 


The bill’ also gives the commission 
jurisdiction to contract with municipali- 
ties ‘or public service corporations to 
supply water, power. or electricity for 
municipal, commercial ‘or irrigation 
purposes. It establishes a complete 
Scheme for the development of” the 


natural resources of the State, includ- 
ing the right to utilize any surplus or 
available waters of the barge canal. It 
Carries no appropriation. 

The Murtaugh bill, which passed the 
Legislature last year and was vetoed by 
Gov. Sulzer, has been redrafted, but in 
all essential: particulars the 
identical with the bill of Jast year. It 
applies only to the utilization of surplus 
canal waters for hydraulic power. The 
bill is general in its’ terms,.and auther- 
izes the commission to develop hydraulic 


power from the surplus waters of the- 


canals and canalized streams of the 

te, and authorizes the creation of 
hydro-electric districts for the purpose 
of such development and the distribution 
of such power. 

Provision is made in this bill for au- 
thorizing municipalities to make Sppi. 
cation to the commission to be supplied 
with electrical energy developed by the 
State from the surplus canal waters. 
Before a contract is entered into be- 
tween the commission and any munici- 
pality, the contract must be a proved 

& majority of the electors of the mu- 
nicipality at a@-special election. 
municipality must pay for electricity 
supplied under such contract Its propor- 
tionate share of such sum as will pay 
to the State an interest revenue of 4 per 
cent. upon the: total inv 
State for construction, and_ its Pp 
tionate share of a sinking fund to repay 
the State at the end of fifty years for 
all capital cost, and also compensate 
the State for. line loss, cost of trans- 
mission, operating,’ repairing, and in- 
suring the property.
